Nive mon wore brought: before Mr Wodo- 
houge in the Polico Court. this morning, 
charged at tho instence of Inspector Bla-" 
thieson with public gambling in a house at. 
Yaumati, The first defendant, who was 
managing the game, was finod $50, with the 
alternative of 6 weeks’ imprisonment, and ~ 
the others were fined $2 or 14 days, 
Lam Tat Hing, shopkeeper, who is charged 
with having boon unlawfully in possossiun 
of a numbor of bank-notes ofthe value of 
$609, recently loat by onvther shopkeapor 
named Wong Chi, was again brought bofore © 
Mr Wodchousa in tho Police Court to-day. 
His Worship committed the caso for trial 
at the Monthly Criminal Sessions. 
Mx Wodchouso heard further.evidence in 
the Police Court to-day in connection with 
the caso of Chung Sam, contractor, to 
which we referred a week age, It will bo 
remembered that the defendant was charged 
at the instance of Police-Sergoant:- Fowler 
with nogligeutly cutting stones on the hill- 
side and causing a large stono (said to be 
about tio tons’ weight) to roll down to the 
public road, whereby tho safety of passen- 
gers was ondangered. Mr J. M,-Butler, 
of the Publio Works Dopartmont, said he 
inapected tho ground in question on the 
27th inst, and found the place to be ina 
very dangerous .state. “Tho rond thot was 
cut to prevent the stones from falling had 
Tost its use, by lot of earth falling on to it 
and converting it again into a continuous 
slope. A bamboo bridge is. now. being. 
| built along the outer edge of the public 
toad, so.as to put the traffic out of danger — 
of falling stones, This Mr Butler said 
aeomed to him to bo a sufficient protection, 
as the stones would be stopped by the road, 
His Worship aaid he did not see that there 
was any reason for punishing the contractor 
in this caso, as it socmed that those who. 
gave him permission to carry on his work 
wore to blame. He therefore dismissed 
the case, * : 


Ty connection with the alleged Club gam- 
bling caso at 24 Praya Contral, which wa 
noticed yesterday, Mr Caldwell op-bohalf of 
the defendante made application to Mr 
Sercombe Smith to-day, for the immediata 
restoration of some of the money taken 
away fcom tho Club by tho police, Mr 
Caldwell anid his Worship would remember 
that the monoy found on the table whera 
the gambliug was ssid to have heen going 
on, only amounted to some five or six dol- 
lors, but au order was givon to scarch a 
back room, with the result that a groat deal 
of money was found. He submitted that 
the Police were wholly unjustified, first of 
all in breaking open the drawers in which 
this monoy was found, and io the second 
place in taking that money away. He fur 
ther submitted that money, which was not 
found on the table and which was not ac- 
tually being used for gambling, should be 
restored, Section 7 of Ordinance 9 of 1887 
put the matter very plainly, and it em_ 
powored the Polico, ‘to seize all table, dios 
or other implements for gambling or which 
shall be used as such, and alt moneys or 
securities for money which shall be in ac- 
tual usc for tho purpose of gambling’ ; and 
it could not bo prctonded for a moment tho 
money found in a drawer ina back room 
was in actual use for the. purpose of 
gambling. His Worship said he would con- 
sider the matter and let Mr Caldwell know 
his decision on Monday. 
A ranry of police under Inspectors Perry 
and Gauld, who broke up a gambling det 
last mght, had a rather exciting adventure. 
The scene was the house No, 38 Upper 
Lascar Row. Adopting. the usual plan the 
inspectors sent a number of Chinese consta- 
bles in plain clothés ahead pf. the main 
party, and the lukongs aucceeded in enter: 
ing tho don without ‘exciting suspicion, 
When the Europeans put.in an appegrance 
shortly afterwards the gamblers, of whom 
thore had been a scora engaged at fan-tan, 
meade # vnanimous attempt to bolt. One 
of the managers of the game, by a fash of 
genius, executed a stratagam which enabled.

STEAM COMMUNICATION BETWEEN 
HONGKONG AND NORTH 
RORNEO, . 

Tho British Nurth Bornco Herald says — 
Althongh negotiations huve for .‘soma 
tuouths been in progress butween the Go- 
vernmont and two. rival Singaporo firms 
with a view to securing direat suum com- 
munication from our local porta to Honge 
kong and Singapore; wa have refrained from 
publishing tho information that has from 
time to time reached us on tho aubject, lost 
by doing ao ivo might have prejudiced the in- 
toresta of the parties concerned or hampered 
tha actiah of Govermnont. We are now, 
liowevor, in a position to give our readors & 
brief history of these negotiations ond. to 
congratulate the public on the satisfactory 
manner in which they have terminated. 
In May last proposals wers received from 
Messra Behn Meyer & Co, of Singnporo, 
to ran two steamers regularly betwoon 
Sandakan, Kudat, Hongkong and Singn. 
pore on a fixed subsidy for « petiod not 
exceeding two ycara, These proposals; after 
being carofully considered hy thorGovern- 
mont, wWwers entrusted te our Inte Acting Gu- 
vernor, Mr Orocker, who was then return 
ing to England, to be submitted to tha 
Oourt of Directors. On arriving in Singa- 
pare Mr Crockor was interviewed by Messrs. : - 
W. Mansfield & Co., Agents for Mr Alfred 
Holt, who’ tendored for tho porfermance 
of tho ocoan service fora period of threo 
years at a subsidy slightly in oxecss of 
that asked for by Messrs.’ Bohn Moyer & 
Co, The Court wisely decided to. refer - 
both tenders back to the local /avernment, 
with instructions that they should take such 
action as might appear best in reference to 
the rival schemes, hnving regard rathor to 
the wishes of the public and the pruspec- 
tive benelit of the country, than to ouy 
saving that might bo secured by accepting 
the lowest tender. 

The Council assembled several times to 
cousider the matter, which wag finally set- 
tled in favour of Messrs. Bolt’a kine of 
steamers, and tho contract: was signed on 
Friday on thoirbuhalfby Mr A. Turncr, who 
had arrived hore in tho steatmor Wl othe 
Wisp on 24th ultimo. ‘ 

The contract providos for regular con 
munication betweon the local ports, Hong- 
kong and Singapore, by a ‘steamer ef not 
loss than 600 tons register possessing pro- 
per accommodation for first escond and 
thied elass passengers, at least once every 
six weeks, and for a coasting steamer of 130 
tans to run in connection with the main 
time “between Labuan‘ and Simporna, the 
moat Southerly port on the Enst’ Const, 
Tho contract takes effect from Ist Septem~ 
her and remains in force for three years, 

Tho maximum fare fixed for iawird 
Chinese passengera ia 85 from Singaporo, 
and $8 from Hongkong, inclading a 
reasonabla amount of baggage and a fnir 
supply of fuel and water, But « apevial 
viouso providos for the conveyance of 400 
Government immigrants from Hongkong 
svery yoar at a charyo uf $5.0 head,”

we heartily congratulate the Govornment 
un the successful asecomplishment of a 
measure, which by. removing tha chicf 
obstacle to the freo iminigration of Chinese 
labour will assuredly contribute materially
